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REPORT OF LYME TOWN LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


A conspicuous and exciting achievement of the Library, this 
past year, is the new look of its basement room, which has been trans- 
formed from a dusty repository of miscellaneous accumulations into 
a cheerful adult reading room, housing the adult non‘ction and biog- 
raphy collections. This necessary expansion of our facilities was made 
possible by a generous appropriation by the town and contributions 
of funds and labor by several organizations and many individuals in 
the community. The trustees express special appreciation to the mem- 
bers of Morning Star Grange, the 3 Spruce 4-H Club, Mr. Ralph 
Lamphere, Mr. Harris A. Pushee, Mr. Maurice Crawford, and Miss 
Rachel Miller for their generous help with this project. Arrangement 
of adult nonfiction in the reading room downstairs has made it much 
more accessible for browsing, and the extra space upstairs has pro- 
vided shelf room for Bookmobile books and other special collections. 

During National Book Week, April 8-14, the Utility Club plans 
a Library Open House, on a date to be announced. This will combine 
the formal opening of the new adult reading room with an oppor- 
tunity for everyone to become better acquainted with our library and 
the many types of books which are available.

Among the interesting conclusions to be drawn from the figures 
above, is the fact that the total circulation figure represents an in- 
crease of 830 over the number of books circulated in 1960. The Lyme 
Center Branch Library continues to be used to good advantage, cir- 
culating 873 books to members of that part of the community, in 
addition to those secured from the Main Library. Also, it should be 
noted, that we continue to increase our use of Bookmobile books to 
supplement our own collections, and borrowed 314 more books this 
year than last. Without this indispensable service, the Library 
would have great difficulty in carrying out its school program or ‘meet- 
ing the need of its adult readers. 

It is a matter of concern to the librarians and trustees that the 
figure for adult circulation is slightly below that for last year. Does 
this represent a failure to recognize or meet the need of the adult 
readers in the community? The trustees would be grateful for com- 
ments on this subject, for they are eager to improve the service of the 
library in any direction that will help to make us a better-read and 
better-informed community. We will appreciate your suggestions of 


os 


books which we may buy, or borrow for you, or other ways in which 
the Library may serve its patrons. 

No complete list of volunteer “friends of the Library” can ever 
be published because of the numbers and variety of the services ren- 
dered. Contributing to the school program this year are Mrs. Ruth 
Uline and Mrs. Olive Gray, who deserve special appreciation for 
the busy hours they spend every Wednesdey morning, Miss Florence 
Bradley, Mrs. Maurice Crawford, Mrs. Anne Jenks, Mrs. Lillian Bir- 
cher, Mrs. Louise Pushee and Mrs. Betty Melendy, who arranges 
the volunteer schedule. Mrs. Jeanette Day, Mrs. Ruby Thompson, 
and Mrs. Virginia Chesley assist Mrs. Bryant with her program at 
Lyme Center. To all of these, to the Utility Club for it annual dona- 
tion to the book budget, and to all who contribute books, magazines, 
interest, and hours of effort, we express the appreciation of the com- 
munity. 

The presence in our library of beautiful and unusual books, in 
increasing numbers, is one of the dividends of our continued participa- 
tion in the Grafton Library Cooperative. Another is the increased book 
buying discount, which enables us to purchase more books with our 
own funds. Several of the bi-monthly meetings of the Cooperative 
have been held at our library this year. 

During the year, representatives of the trustees have attended 
area meetings and the annual meeting of the N. H. Library Trustees 
Association. Mrs. Dorcas Chaffee is a member of the Governor’s 
Committee on Libraries which meets to study the recent Survey of 
Library Services in New Hampshire, conducted by members of the 
faculty of the University of New Hampshire, in an effort to formulate 
plans and make specific recommendations to the legislature concerning 
the improvement of library services in New Hampshire. 

Appropriate observances were made of National Library Week 
and Children’s Book Week, with book displays and library decora- 
tions, and interesting collections of books have been displayed at 
the meetings of several organizations. 

Gift books, too numerous to list, were generously given to the 
Library, during the year. Among these were several books of special 
interest given in memory of members of the community; Ring of 
Bright Water for Stanley and Royal Weeden, Birds of the World, for 
Mrs. Harriet Warren, Wild Flowers of the United States, for Mrs.

The following is a report of the activities conducted for the Town 
of Lyme, by the New Hampshire Department of Health, Bureau of 
Public Health Nursing for the year 1961. 


A Tuberculin Sterneedle Testing Program was conducted in the 
schools, by Dr. William Prince of the New Hampshire Department of 
Health, on March 21 to a total of 172 children. These tests were 
read five days following and the reactors to the test were recommended 
to have Chest X-rays. The families of the reactors were also notified 
and tests or X-rays recommended. Several children and adults attended 
the Chest X-ray Clinics held at the Carter Community Building in 
Lebanon in April and November 1961. These chest x-ray clinics were 
conducted by the New Hampshire Tuberculosis & Health Association 


in cooperation with the New Hampshire Department of Health. 
Reports of findings are mailed by the nurse to all parties concerned 


and home follow-up visits made if necessary. 


Home visits have been made in the town on Babies and Pre- 
school age children and arrangements have been made for children 
to attend the Orthopedic Clinic, Mental Hygiene Clinic and other 
clinics as necessary. Arrangements have been made for assistance under 
the New Hampshire Sight Conservation Program. 


My sincerest thanks to the Lyme P.T.A., Lyme Nurses and 
School Nurse, Miss Simoneau, in assisting in the programs.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Barnes Auditorium on 
Saturday, the tenth of March, 1962 at 8:00 P.M. to act on the fol- 
lowing subjects:

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 
I present herein my report for 1961, my eighth annual report as 
superintendent of schools in Lyme. 


Test Results 


We are not particularly happv about the results of the standard 
tests given in February and March of 1961. The arithmetic results 
were better than they have been in the past. This is probably the 
result of the study and work that the teachers and principal have 
done in this field. The reading results, however, are not what we 
would like them to be. This is not to imply that the results are 
generally bad. Many of the children are measuring up to or above 
standards. Too many are not. I am confident that this is not the 
fault of the teachers but does indicate a need for a real study of the 
teaching of reading in the school. We will always have some children 
who will be unable to measure up to grade level. The whole program 
must, however, be improved. We must have better reading materials 
and better reading equipment. Mr. McAllister, the principal, tells 
something of what is being done in the several subject fields in his 
report which follows mine, , 


The School Board, the principal. and I have explored the pos- 
sibility of having a reading specialist as a full-time person in the 
school. We find that the cost would be prohibitive. It is my very 
strong recommendation, and that of the School Board, that we em- 
ploy another teacher to handle grade eight so that Mr. McAllister can 
be free for supervision, instruction, and administration. He has al- 
ready done a considerable amount of study in the field of reading and, 
if this plan is accepted, will spend the summer on further intensive 
and extensive study. I feel confident that with his knowledge of the 
situation and with the confidence the teachers have in him that he 
could accomplish more than. we could hope for by bringing in an 
outside person. The added teacher will, of course, cost added money. 
I feel sure, however, that it will be a very worthwhile investment. 


School Finances in New Hampshire 

For the sake of brevity, and in order to emphasize the situation, 
the balance of my report will deal with the financing of education in 
New Hampshire. We who are in public school work, whether as 
memhers of the professional staff or of the school boards, are con- 
cemed and troubled about the present financing of education, and 
particularly in New Hampshire. We know that we have the respon- 
sibility to maintain and improve the educational program to the great- 
est extent possible within the money now available. I believe and hope 
that we are doing so. We can, however, go just so far without very 
materially increased budgets. 
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Without substantial added funds we cannot meet increased en- 
rollments that have entered the schools and will continue to enter, 
nor can we continue to provide the educational programs demanded 
by the increasing complexitites of our society. We cannot meet infla- 
tion; it is estimated that 8.3% of the increased expenditures for 
schools between 1958-59 and 1961-62 has been due to inflation. (School 
Management Magazine, January, 1962) Without more money we 
cannot compete with continuously rising teachers’ salaries. If we 
want to attract and retain quality teachers, we must be in a position 
to compete. Without that money, we cannot buy the equipment, the 
textbooks, reference books and library materials needed by those 
teachers in order to do good work. We cannot adequately maintain 
our buildings and equipment, meet the continuously rising costs for 
fuel. transportation, insurance, and the many other costs that go into 
operating the schools. 


If we who are connected with the schools are concerned about 
the rising costs, I am sure that the taxpayers are at least equally 
concerned. Our concern is to provide the quality of education that 
we believe the parents and other citizens want for the boys and girls 
of the community. The taxpayer has the same concern, but also the 
more direct and personal concern, evidenced in his question: ‘“Where 
is the money coming from?” The tax on property is becoming almost 
prohibitive, and particularly in New Hampshire, where real estate 
and personal property bear most of the burden. 


Statistics are sometimes boring, but I think that all of us should 
not only be aware of, but dynamically concerned about the following 
data:

Each: one who studies the above information will draw his own 
conclusions. To me, for the dates given, the following are. evident: 


1.. New Hampshire’s adult population has to: pay for the public

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education of a smaller percentage of pupils than most states. It stands 
46th out of 50. 

2. It has a personal income per pupil enrolled in public schools 
that is well above average — 12th out of 50. 

3. For 1959-60 it was in the lowest eleven states in the percent 
of personal income going to public school education. 

4, Its expenditure per pupil is below the national average. It 
stands 29th out of 50. 

5. It has not kept pace with the rest of the country in increasing, 
since 1950, its expenditure per pupil. 

6. Its average teacher’s salary is well below the national average. 
In fact, it stands 33rd. Furthermore, in terms of salary, New Hamp- 
shire is becoming relatively less able to compete for New England 
teachers, and the other New England states better able to recruit 
New Hampshire teachers. The teachers are the schools. 

7. Its state aid to education is unreasonably low as compared with 
the rest of the country. In the percent of revenue from the state it 
stands next to the bottom. 

8. It naturally follows that the principal source of revenue, namely 
real estate, is carrying a very heavy burden. New Hampshire stands 
2nd in the 50 states in the percent of school revenue from local sources. 

9. Even when state and local tax collections are combined, New 
Hampshire stands 35th in per capita general collections (1959), 31st 
in per capita collections for education (1959), and 44th in per capita 
expenditures for education (1960). 

The above are generalizations for the state as a whole. The situa- 
tion varies from community to community. All, however, feel the bur- 
den on real estate. 

I believe the above figures to be reliable. They are merely the 
statement of objective data. Some may differ with my interpretations. 
How can anyone, however, who is truly interested in education or in 
the burden on real estate, help but agree that New Hampshire must 
have a greatly improved and more realistic program of state aid to 
education? We are told by some that New Hampshire needs no new 
taxes. What, then are we to do: sacrifice education, or place an even 
heavier burden on real estate? It certainly does look as though we 
would get added federal aid in the near future. We will get added 
state aid only when the people of New Hampshire are sufficiently 
aroused to demand it and to demand it in an organized and emphatic 
way. 


Conclusion 
In conclusion, I want to thank the members of the School Board, 
the members of the school staff, and the citizens of Lyme for their

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


At present the reading program per se has been lengthened one- 
half hour daily for grades 7 - 8 so as to include remedial work and 
to assure more challenging reading for the better students. It is being 
carried on in conjunction with the regular language arts reading pro- 
gram which deals mainly with literature. 


Miss Viens, the 7th grade teacher, is busily engaged in building 
up our school’s reading facilities so that we may have available books 
to whet the young reader’s appetite. For the slower reader, there 
will be books with a high interest level and low vocabulary range while 
the more advanced readers will be provided with books with more 
depth and substance. 


Our present social studies program is undergoing a comprehensive 
study. As present textbooks are in poor shape, it has been decided be- 
fore purchasing new ones that the complete program should be inves- 
tigated thoroughly in order to insure textbooks which would suit the 
needs of our children. 


The physical education program, with the aid of Miss Viens, a 
physical education major, has been revamped. Grades 5 - 8 have at 
least one hour the minimum per week (usually two hours). Miss 
Viens has the girls, Mr. McAllister, the boys. Plans are also underway 
so as to include the lower four grades in this more comprehensive 
physical education program. 


Mrs. Messier, he 6th grade teacher, has taken over the music 
program for grade 5 - 8, with emphasis on music appreciation. Rev- 
erend Frerichs had graciously volunteered to assist Mrs. Messier in 
the choral aspect of the music program. The lower grade teachers 
are handling their own programs at present. 


This past school year has been a most satisfying one and I would 
like to thank the School Board, faculty and our local citizens for 
their patience, cooperation and understanding in dealing with the 
many matters pertaining to our school program.
